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PREP WINS GAME 
FROM OLD RIVALS 
BY SCORE 7 TO 0 


High SchoolFallsTo On­ 
slaught Of Plucky 
Academy Eleven 
Friday. 


Persevering, plucky Prep trounced 
its 
time-honored 
rival, Gettysburg 
High School, in the most desperately 
contested 
scholastic 
gridiron 
en­ 
counter seen on Nixon Field in many 
years, by the score 7 to 0, Friday 
afternoon. 
The game was witnessed by a large 
and 
colorful gallery, 
probably the 
largest crowd ever to attend a scho­ 
lastic football contest in Gettysburg, 
and time after time from the kickoff, 
the Academy and High school rooters 
were on their feet, cheering, plead­ 
ing, coaxing and exhorting. 
After battling through three full 
periods in a scoreless tie, Academy 
scared its first and the only touch­ 
down of the game early in the last 
quarter, when March, Prep’s left end, 
dashed over the goal after receiving 
a forward pass from McLaughlin. 
Events which led up to the touch­ 
down were shaped by Jack Munz, 
stalwart Academy 
back, who inter­ 
cepted a Moser pass on Gettysburg’s 
63 yard line und tore 58 yards before 
being 
stopped. 
When Munz 
was 
finally nailed he was within 5 yards 
of Gettysburg's goal. 
Two rushes 
followed, Huntzberger registering 2 
yards and Hanson losing 3 yards. 
This was followed by the beautifully 
executed forward, with McLaughlin 
on the tossing end and March on the 
receiving end. 
Ibises Opportunity 
Get Iysburg’s 
one opportunity 
to 
score came in the first quarter, when 
Hanson, Prep’s fullback, fumbled on 
Gettysburg’s 35 yard line. 
Lightner 
recovered the fumble and High school 
Marted a march to Prep’s goal line, 
and came within one yard of scoring, 
but lost the ball on downs. Bartlett, 
who did the punting for Academy, 
kicked out to his own 35 yard line 
from l**hin«l the goal and Academy’s 
goal was saved. 
Penalties Numerous 
That was the closest High school 
came to scoring. 
Penalties for hold­ 
ing and numerous fumbles recovered 
by alert 
Academy players 
proved 
costly for Poach Reynolds’ eleven, 
although 
there 
were 
several out­ 
standing features of High school’s 
playing, such as Moser’s run of 50 
yards on a fake reverse* and Robin­ 
son’s plunging through the line. 


For Gettysburg it must be said 
that, when Prep attempted to rush 
the line or tear around end, there 
was always a Maroon and White 
player there to nip the play in the 
bud and few long gains were made 
by Prep by either of these two routes. 
Although High school registered 
more than twice as many first downs 
as Academy, the Maroon and White 
team could not have defeated the 
fighting Prep eleven Friday after­ 
noon. 
Tie the score would certainly 
have 
been 
the 
outcome, 
if High 
school had taken the ball over the 
first time, because thereafter they 
did not come close to scoring. 
On two different occasions, Acad­ 
emy had the ball within drop-kicking 
distance and twice Jack Munz fell 
back to register three points by this 
method. 
Both times, the kicks had 
distance and height, but both went 
wide of the uprights. 
Bright Lights 
The playing of Eden, Bream, Rob­ 
inson 
and 
Moser starred for the 
High 
school, while Hanson, Munz, 
McLaughlin, Bartlett and Huntzberg- 
er 
were 
the 
bright 
lights 
for 
Academy. 
Gettysburg opened an aerial at­ 
tack toward the end of 
the game, 
but two passes were grounded and a 
third went into the hands of Wetzler. 
Prep was in possession of the ball on 
their own 20-yard line when the game 
ended.
